Mr. Merry said a system of reform is to be car­ 
ried out, and he hoped it would be carried out in 
good faith. The Warden is fed at the expense of 
the State, has an elegant mansion, has all his ser- 
vaut.-, and can even have his clothes made up free 
of charge. The sum of 82,400 is better than $5.000 
if lie : :td to pay his own expen cs*. 
Mr. Mavrf.ll said if the Clerks were to he cut 
down, he wanted the Warden cut dourn also. 
The 
Clerk does all the work, and if it is proper to cut 
down his pay the Warden should be cut down also. 
Mr. Sinon said there was no rea»an for cutting 
down the Clerk that would not apply to the Warden. 
He did not believe in beginning at the foot of the 
ladder to reduce salaries.

I t is to be hoped th u t th e bill to estab­ 
lish a State C onstabulary force will no t be 
suffered to fail for w ant of attention, for it 
is one of th e m ost m eritorious, practical 
and necessary m easures introduced during 
th e session. The necessity for such a force 
is shown in th e practical im m unity enjoyed 
by crim inals who escape fiom one county 
to another, under th e present condition of 
things. C ounty authorities are very seldom 
able to follow up fugitives of th is hind, 
nor hi th ere any fund from w hich the 
expenses of such p ursuit can he draw n. 
Disjjutcs regarding local jn risd icti m are 
also 
liable 
to 
em barrass 
officers 
en­ 
gaged 
in 
such 
work, and 
so 
encom ­ 
passed 
w ith 
difficulties 
is 
th e 
cause 
of 
justice in 
th is regard 
th a t

result a startlin g percentage of th e graver 
classes of crim e go unpunished. 
W hen 


m urders of a m ysterious nature are per­ 
p etrated at present, the chances are about 
ten to one against the detection of the 
crim inal. 
A list which has been recently 
published shows th a t in fact som ething 
like eighty p ercen t, of the m ysterious m ur­ 
ders com m itted during th e last four years 
in th is S tate are still undeveloped. 
I t ¡3 
evident from these facts th a t there is u r­ 
gent need of a S tate police force which 
oouhl take charge of all such cases, which 
could devote th e necessary tim e to follow­ 
ing up fugitives, w hich could stu d y and 
unravel perplexing crim es, and which could 
supplem ent and com plete th e functions of 
th e local authorities. 
T he u tility of such 
a force can hardly be overestim ated, in 
fact. 
I t 
is 
dem anded 
as 
a rem edy 
for notorious evils w hich disgrace and 
discredit our civilization, deter im m igra­ 
tion, m ake life and property insecure, 
and encourage th e m ost desperate and 
dangerous class of crim iuals. 
To refuse to 
m eet such a dem and as this, backed as it 
is by statistical dem onstration of 
the 
alarm ing condition of things as it exists, 
w ould be extrem ely dam aging to th e intel­ 
ligence and public sp irit of the Legislature. 
Tue protection of life and property is 
am ong th e prim ary requirem ents of the 
youngest civilization, and when this is 
neglected th e judgm ent of th e w orld is 
certain to be passed against the progress 
and enlightenm ent of 
the 
com m unity 
which tolerates so m uch barbarism . 


e ¡.t.; a d istric t tax of one-fourth of one 
p er cen t.; a m iners' tax of one-third of 
one per cent, for every m iner's inch of 
w ater used in tw enty-four h o u rs; and a 
sw am p laud ow ners’ tax n ot to exceed 


th ree dollars per acre, to he assessed ac­

B y this arrangem ent it is sought to dis­

fectly clear th a t it canuot “ b a n k ru p t” 
anybody, b u t th a t its addition to the

will 
in

no 
appreciable increase of th e responsibilities 


of th e com m unity. 
T he rem ainder of th e 
fu n d 
is 
to 
be 
contributed 
by 
the 
drainage d istricts, th e m iners, and the 
sw am p lan d owners, and th e arrangem ent 
proposed m akes th e tw o latter classes bear 
th eir full share of th e outlay. 
I t is n et 
claim ed th a t this plan is perfect. 
I t would 
evidently be quite impossible to devise any 
plan w hich w ould not lie regarded as un­ 
satisfactory by some class or individual. 
B u t it m ust be borne in m ind th a t the 
proposition to do the entire work by State 
tax atio n Las been negatived ; 
th a t the 
proposition to do th e entire work by dis­ 
tric t taxation has been negatived ; th a t the 
proposition to m ake th e m iners pay for the 
entire w ork is im practicable; and th a t 
therefore, unless all attem p ts to effect any­ 
thing are to be abandoned as hopeless, some 
such compromise as the new Y oungam end- 


m ent offers will have to be adopted. 


T he m atter has reached a crisis at w hich 
it is ciearly no longer possible to insist on 
having the very best m easure conceivable. 


YVe m ust now evidently accept th e te s t 
m easure w hich th e contending interests 
and views adm it of, or w e m ust let the 
whole case go by th e board. The questions 
for farm ers and m iners and sw am p land 
ow ners and th e public generally to consider 
arc ; Can you get any b etter legislation 
th a n this, as the ease stands ? and ¡3 not 
thi3 a very groat deal b etter th an no legis­ 
lation ? A strong opinion lias been devel­ 
oped. during the debates on the subject, to 
th e effect th a t taxation should be propor­ 
tionate to th e benefits and responsibilities. 
This sentim ent caused th e rejection of the 
.Slate tax atio n pian. 
I t throw s th e ques­ 
tion back into a t im practicable shape, 
however, for it is incontestable th a t the 
m iners and th e farm ers alone are n o t able 
to accomplish the w ork, and th a t if it was 
forced entirely upon them nothing would 
be done. 
U nder th e new schem e th is ob­ 
jection and th a t of th e opponents to S tate 
taxation are both p artially m et. 
They 
could not be more than partially m et, save 
at the sacrifice of the whole project. 
The 
S tate is to pay a certain proportion of the 
tax, b ut a very m oderate and light propor­ 
tion com paratively. 
T he m iners and the 
sw am p laud ow ners 
and th e property 
ow ners in th e drainage districts are to pay 
more, b u t through the distribution of the 
tax over so large an area it is impossible 
th a t i le a n press w ith undue w eight any­ 
where. 
A s th e w ork progresses th e recla­ 
mation of sw am p lands will necessarily add 
more and more to th e taxable area, and in so 
doing dim inish the tax rate upon the S tate 
generally’, and undoubtedly in the end 
mure th an com pensate for tho tem porary 
increase of th a t rate. 
W e are convinced 
th a t th e m ethod of gensrnl taxation would 
be a more enlightened and equitable one 
th an this, b u t it is evident th a t th e present 
Legislature cannot be got to see tho ques­ 
tio n iu th a t light, and th e efforts of prac­ 
tical men m ust therefore be directed to 
putting it in such a shape as to secure the 
support necessary for the enactm ent of a 
w orking law of 
some kind. 
T his the 
compromise promises to do, aud therefore we 
shall support it as apparently th e only 
! alternative w ith inaction.

I t is m aintained th a t th e Citizc.ia' Union 
has not for a m om ent relinquished its 
original purposes ; w hich would be an 
uncom m only good hearing if there were 
any meau3 of ascertaining w hat its origi­ 
nal purposes were. 
As judged by actual 
occurrences it m ight be thought th a t it 
had organized for the express purpose of 
doing nothing in a m ethodical and sys­ 
tem atic way.

her across th e Isth m u s of Panam a, by the 
tim e he returned her to th e ocean she 
w ould be so racked th a t in all probability 
she w ould sink incontinently to the bottom . 
I t would be impossible to prevent this 
racking in a loaded vessel, moreover, and 
wc are convinced th a t if he built his ship 
railw ay be w ould nut find any ship owners 
or m asters w illing to tru s t th eir craft upon 
his cradles. 
Xo plan of th e sort can ever 
be practicable, for th e conditions are fatally 
against its success, and it is rem arkable 
th a t C aptain Eads (who is evidently not a 
sta captain) has not y et been convinced of 
his m istake.

P o r t l a n d, M arch 2;d.—Particulars of a 
fatal shooting affair waicb lock place yester­

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S a n F r a n c isc o, M arch 23d.—On Monday 
of last week it was announced th at a con T r­ 
ence had taken place between a committee 
from the Citizens’ Protective Union and 
M ayor Kalloch, on behalf of the YY’orking- 
men, which was likely to result in a settle­ 
ment of the difficulties between the business 
and working classes on m utually honorable 
terms. 
The announcement appeared to have 
had a favorables effect. 
The incendiary agita­ 
tion stopped, and the journals th at had been 
demanding extreme measures on the part of 
the Citizens’ U nion became quiet in tone. 
The law was taking its course with the lead­ 
ing agitators, and everything appeared to be 
progressing towards a peaceful settlement. 
YVithin the last few day?, however, a com­ 
plete change has occurred. 
The sand lot has 
returned to its fulminations, the newspaper 
war has broken out afresh, and apparently 
all the overtures have been thrown aside by 
both parties. 
To correctly understand 


THE CONDITION 01’ AFFAIRS, 
I t v. ill be necessary to go back to Monday, 
the 15th inst. 
Fur some days prior to that 
steps bad been taken by third parties, with a 
view of bringing the leaders on both sides to 
a better understanding w ith each other. The 
conference was not sought by tlie Citizens’ 
Union, but certain representations made con­ 
cerning the views and wishes of the \YToik- 
ingmeu’s leaders induced m any of the gentle­ 
men connected w ith the Union to believe 
teat good m ight follow an exchange of ideas. 
I t appeared as though so little was needed to 
quiet the agitation and restore confidence to 
the community th at the necc saiy ns-urances 
m ight b j given the YY’orkiugmeu, and in re­ 
turn certain pledges exacted from them th at 
would cover the whole ground of disagree­ 
ment! w ithout any. sacrifice of dignity or de- 
j term ination to pu t au end to the existing 
1 troubles. 
In furtherance of this object, on

and 
selected 
the 
gentlemen, whose names are withheld at 
their desire, to act as a Committee of Confer­ 
ence, with the understanding that they should 
consult with the leaders of the YY'urkingmen, 
ar.d report to the Council the result of the 
interview. 
In the afternoon these gentlemen 
m et Kalloch, representing the YVorkingmen, 
at the M ayor’s office. 
The conference lasted 
nearly two hours, and was pronounced har­ 
monious and satisfactory. The whole subject 
was gone over aud the grounds of disagree­ 
ment discussed. 
No definite agreement was 
reached, but it was substantially understood 
th at if the Citizens’ Union would give the 
YYrorkipgmen assurances ti.at there would be 
no illegitimate jnteiference w ith the execu­ 
tion of the order of the Board of H ealth pro­ 
viding for the abatem ent of nuisances in 
Chinatown, th at in return the YVorkingmen’s 
m ilitary companies should disband and give 
up their arms ; th at all violent and incen­ 
diary agitation should cease, and things be 
allowed to resume their natural course in the 
city. 


RESOLUTIONS ADOPTED BY TIIE WARD PRESI­ 
DENTS. 
In the evening of th at day M ayor Kalloch 
called together the YVard Presidents of the 
YVorkingmen’s party, and subm itted to them 
the propositions th at had been considered. 
As a result the YVard Presidents adopted the 
following resolutions: 


YVíie r e a s, M ayor Kalloch has reported to 
us the substance of an interview be bus had 
to-day with—(here follows the names of the 
Committee of Conference]—in which these 
gentlemen expiess the opinion th at it is 
within the power of the YVorkingmen’s party 
to take such action us will effectually allay 
the excited feeling of the public mind, intro­ 
duce a better couditiou of affairs for all citi­ 
zens, and bring capital aud the laboring 
classes into a m utual understanding, which 
will be better for both aud ali concerned; 
therefore 
Resolved, T hat we should hail such a result 
w ith unbounded satisfaction, and are ready 
and willing to do anything in our power, con­ 
sistent w ith our political convictions and con­ 
scientious scruples, to bring it about. 
R 1 solved, T hat we request the M ayor to 
act as a Committee of Conference with the 
gentlemen above named, and suggest to the 
YVorkingtnen’s party, iu such manner as he 
may see fit, what steps, if any, it is in our 
power to take, or what further practioal as­ 
surances, if any, we can give of our cordial 
de.-ire to inaugurate a state of public policy 
which shall give confidence to capital and re ­ 
munerative employment to labor. 
Copies of these resolutions were furnished 
to the committee, and on the succeeding 
evening the Council of Two H undred of the 
Citizens’ Union met a t the Chamber of Com­ 
merce. 
The proceedings were secret, but it 
is understood th at the report of the confer­ 
ence committee and the resolutions of the 
YVard Presidents were submitted, and excited 
much opposition, many being in favor of 
harsher measures, and repudiating the idea 
of an arrangement of any kind Bhort of ab­ 
solute and unconditional surrender of the 
YVorkingmen. 
The next day K earney was 
sentenced by the Police Judge, and the se­ 
verity of punishment awarded him evidently 
had the effect to stiffen the determination of 
the extremists ot the Citizens’ Union, and 
still further remove any hope of an amicable 
settlement. 
I t is also beyond doubt that 
POLITICAL QUESTIONS 
Have entered largely into the m atter, and are 
operating to widen the breach. 
A local elec­ 
tion is about coming off for the selection of 
fifteen freeholders to form a city charter. An 
election of State Senator, vice Desty, de­ 
clared ineligible, will occur at the same time, 
and combinations are also afoot regarding the 
U nited States Senatortdnp— all of which are 
made to enter into this question of restoring 
quiet to the city, and m ilitate against any 
m utual action between the contending fac 
tions. 
M eantime some further conferences 
have been held between the committee and 
M ayor Kallocb, but nothing is known of 
w hat passed, and from present appearances 
the extreme party has obtained an ascend­ 
ancy on both sides. 
_ 
I t is difficult to f irecast the result, but it 
, now looks as though notbiDg had been gained 
toward a final settlement of the troubles, and 
; that, if anything, the situation is more un­ 
satisfactory than ever. 


An Unusually Backward Spring—The 
Prospects. 
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AMADOR COUNTY. 
IoNE City, M arch 23d.—The grain in the 
valleys lias received considerable check by the 
north winds, but is nqt seriously damaged 
yet. The early fruit has been killed by frt>-t— 
peaches, apples and plums. 
Grapes are not 
sufficiently advanced to be hurt. 
Grass is 
very short, and farm ers on the whole are a 
little blue over the dry weather. 
YVe have 
had only ten inches of rain yet—not sufficient 
for a good crop. 


CALAVERAS COUNTY. 
San A ndreas.—I u this county the early- 
sown grain is doing splendidly, while the 
late-sown the last few days is rapidly recov­ 
ering from the effects of the frost ar.d north 
winds. 
The fruit crop was not far enough 
advanced to be injured by the cold, unfavor­ 
able weather, except tho peach crop, which 
has received but little damage so far. 
The 
season is unusually late, but cereals and fruit 
promise more than an average crop. 


NAPA COUNTY. 
N apa.—The long continued severe frosts of 
the early part of the season m aterially re­ 
tarded the growth of all grains sown in this 
valley. 
The heavy fogs and dews th at have 
fallen of late have greatly benefited the crop, 
which at present bids fair to be large. 
Grain 
is now growing quite rapidly. 
In some por­ 
tions of the valley ihe frosts have seriously 
injured the eariy fruit, but iu general this 
crop bids fair to be abundant. 
F ru it trees of 
all kinds are from two to four weeks later in 
blossoming this year th at usual. 
Both grain- 
rai3trs and fruit-growers are confident of a 
very prosperous season. 


SONOMA COUNTY. 
Santa R osa. —Crops are promising, but 
backward. 
Rain is needed, 
and there 
are some indications 
th at 
feed 
will be 
short. 
The fruit trees are generally in blos­ 
som. 
SOLANO C0CTNY. 
V allejo.—The early grain is not affected 
by either 
frosts 
or Jack of 
rain. 
The 
late grain is a little backward. 
F ru it is 
looking well. 
Dixon. — The grain crop, 
although a 
little backward, looks well, and the soil 
is moist. 
A m ajority of 
the farmers 
do not think there 
is cause for serious alarm 
at the cold weather and m rth winds. 
The 
usual spring showers will insure fair crops. 


SAN BERNARDINO COUNTY. 
S an B ernardino.—The farmers of this 
county look forward to the heaviest crop th at 
this county lias ever produced. 
The fruit 
crop is especially good. 
Our wheat crop will 
be exceptionally tine, owing to the fact of our 
ha’ving an abundance of rain this winter and 
scarcely any north wind. 
A great deal of 
real estate is changing hands, mostly to E ast­ 
ern parties. 
EJ, DORADO COUNTY. 
P laceryille.—T he grain crop is injured 
to a great extent. 
The fruit crop is not in­ 
jured thus far. 


TEHAMA COUNTY. 
R ed B lu ff.—Grain in this county looks 
well and is growing finely. 
Even the late- 
sowd, which has received very little if any 
rain, is coming forward nicely. YVith a few- 
light A pril showers, the yield in Tehama 
county will be greater than ever before. 'The 
fruit prospects were never better. 
The berth 
wind seems to have done us a favor rather 
than an injury, as regards fruit, this spring. 


YOLO COUNTY. 
YVoodland.—There is undeniably a great 
need for an eariy rain in this secti -n.

grain ia looking 
splendidly, an d has n o t suffered from the 
severe wi id*, the late grain has been im peded 
in its grow th, and begins to show th e w an t of 
rain. 
The w eather l* m -st favorable, how ­ 
ever, and wd;h lig h t tim ely rains th e crop in 
Yolo will be im m ense. 
F ru it m en com plain 
th a t the iate frosts hade Som ewhat in ju red 
the fru it prospects, but to w h at extent cau- 
not now bo ascertained. 


MONTEREY COUNTY. 
M onterey.—T he grain c rop is backward in- 
cjnsequence of continual frosts an d th en crth 
wind. 
The stand is good, but we need a wet 
spring to insure a crop. 
The fruit has not

yet, possibly with the exception of almonds. 
S a lin a s.—The crops generally throughout 
this valley have suffered from the late cold 
and frosty nights.

Reaches are in bioom, with 
good prospects for a crop. 
The grain pros­

very goo,!, although we need a 
good rain. 
Frost has not m aterially injured 
the fruit or grain. 
YY'e have not had a fail­ 
ure of crops iu Shasta county for twenty-five 
years. 
The weather is warm, with no indi­ 
cations of rain. 


SAN LUIS OBISPO COUNTY. 
San L uis O r ispo.—G rain is in excellent 
condition in th is county. 
The extrem e and 
continued cold w eather lias k ep t it back, b u t 
it is well rooted, and is now com ing forw ard 
splendidly. 
The Reason prom ises a heavy 
yield in all kinds of grain. 
So far as it is 
know n, no dam age has been done to fru it by 
the frost. 
YVe have had cold w eather, b u t 
no n o rth w inds to do any dam age to grain or 
fruit. 
HUMBOLDT COUNTV. 
E ureka.— 1 he weather has been moder­ 
ately pleasant for a week past, bu t the air 
has been ehiliy and nights cold, and a strong 
wind has been blowing from the south since 
early this m orning; but the weather still re­ 
mains clear. 
The protracted and eold storms 
of February and the first bulf of M arch have 
kept back vegetation to a remarkable degree. 
The fruit trees th at in other years have been 
in blossom a t this time are only beginning to 
how the approach of spring in the swelling 
of the fruit buds. 
No kind of fruit trees has 
as yet suffered from either frost or the cold 
north winds. 
N either has any damage been 
reported to grain. 
In fact, the great bulk of 
this crop has yet to be pu t in. 
R eports com­ 
ing in from the stock ranges are 
such more 
favorable than was expected. The percentage 
of loss has been much less than it was feared 
it would be. 


YUBA AND SUTTER COUNTIES. 
M arysville.—T he crops of 
Y uba and 
S uiter counties are more backward than last 
year, on account of the cold weather and fre­ 
quent north winds which have prevailed of 
late. 
N otwithstanding, the grain looks well. 
The summer-fallow is tw-elve to fifteen inches 
high, and appears strong and thrifty. 
The 
late-sown is coming forward with good pros­ 
pects of 
maturing satisfactorily. 
Reports 
reach us that nearly all the early fruit is 
more or less damaged by the late frosts. The 
early varieties of peaches, apricots, cherries 
and plums suffered severely.

The grass is short and grain backward. 
Dairym en are m aking but one-half a pound 
of butter to the cow. 
Cattle men tell us that 
without rain w ithin two weeks the stock w ill 
suffer this fall. 
BUTTE COUNTY. 
C hico. —S o far as can be ascertained from 
those having an opportunity to know, the 
grain crop of B u tte county is looking well, 
and does not appear to have suffered from 
the late north winds. The wind is'uow blow­ 
ing strong from the south, aud the prospect 
of rain is good. 
T he late frosts did some in­ 
jury to the eariy fruit, but there is enough 
left to more than supply the market w ith a 
better quality. 
Som e fruit-growers assert 
that, while the blossoms were blasted, the 
buds are found perfect and sound. 


KERN COUNTY. 
B akersfield.—A s far as we can learn no 
damage has been done to the w heat or barley 
crops in the valley. 
There have been no 
north winds. 
Since the heavy snow tali in 
the mountain we have had some frosts, which 
have injured the early apricots and peaches 
to some extent. 
A ll other frnit3give promise 
of large crops. 
The past two days have been 
the warmest of the year. 
The extent of 
ground sown with grain and alfalfa is much 
greater than in any former year. 


SANTA CLARA COUNTY. 
San J ose.—Grain is backward, on account 
of the cold weather. 
I t is not injured by 
frost 
The severity of the nights has re­ 


tarded its (nrowth, b u t a few days of warm 
w eather and an inch or so of rain w ithin the 
next two week? will insure more than an av­ 
erage yield. 
The early fruit lias been only 
rlightly injured, and the late is all right, the 
effect of the weather retarding it so as not to 
hurt. 
BAN JOAQUIN. 
Stockton.—T he grain crop of this county 
has not been seriously damaged by either the 
north winds or frost. YYith favorable w eather 
from this time forward, and the usual spring 
rains, the crop promises to be at least an av­ 
erage one. 
The frost has probably killed the 
apricots and some early-blooming fruits, and 
also some kinds of choice shrubbery and 
tropical plants ; but there is no reason to ap­ 
prehend thut it has damaged the peaches, 
pears, apples or grapes.

MERCED COUNTY. 
M erced.—T he grain crops generally ere in 
good condition, and for the last three or four 
days have been growing rapidly, the moisture 
in the ground being sufficient to keep the 
grain growing for some time yet. 
F ruits/ 
with the exception of apricots, almonds and 
peaches, on Rome of the low bottom lands, 
have not suffered from frost. Some complaint 
has beeu made of the above varieties being 
injured, yet in all ca ts the damage is slight. 
There lias been but little wind for a week 
past, and as grain is from four to six weeks 
later than is the case in average seasons, it 
has not been affected by frost. 
YYith a good 
rain by the 1st or 10th of A pril the prospect 
for a fair crop of grain in this valley will be 
good. 
FRESNO COUNTY. 
F resno.—Grain of all kinds is doing well 
and promising a full crop. 
A good rain is 
required though, during the next ten days. 
Frosts have been continuous, bnt so far have 
not injured anything but early almonds. 
Apricots, peaches and nectarines are in full 
bloom. 
To-night the wind is south, and the 
prospects fair tor rain. 
Fully 100,000 acres 
of wheat have been planted, and 300,000 
acres of new vineyard and orchard have been 
planted this season. 


VENTURA COUNTY. 
S an B uenaventura.— The north winds 
prevailing up country did not reach this sec­ 
tion. The growing wheat crop is exceedingly 
promising. 
N ot much barley has been sown, 
as our farmers are turning their attention to 
flax, sugar-cane, castor 
beans 
and other

The young grain is growing finely throughout 
the county.

L incoln.—The farm ers in this vicinity re­ 
port the grain in good condition, notw ith­ 
standing the late 
north 
winds and cold 
weather, but all say th a t unless rain comes 
soon the crops will begin to suffer.

men complain of short feed, and are begin­ 
ning to get uneasy. 
F ruit-raisers report the 
almond, apricot, cherry and plum crop en­ 
tirely killed, and peaches bad(y damaged. 


SAN DIEGO COUNTY.

R E JO IC IN G AT GALVESTON. 


G a l v e s t o n , M arch 23d.—There was moch 
rejoicing and considerable excitement at the 
wharf when the City of Mexico entered the 
harbor and the G rant party disembarked. 
Deafening cheers from the shore* and ship­ 
ping and a m ilitary salute from the battery 
added to the welcome. 
The -Mayor ami city 
officials and General Ord’s force formed a 
procession of consideral length, in which 
nearly all the societies of the city joined. 
There was a reception in the hotel parlors. 
The banquet is postponed till to morrow 
night.

W a s h in g t o n , M arch 23d.—The following 
statem ent is based upon w hat appears to he 
good, though not absolutely official, author­ 
ity, and is believed to lie substantially tru e: 
Some weeks ago President Hayes sent for 
President Angel, of the Michigan U niver­ 
sity, to come to W ashington, and theic were 
several interviews at the W hite House and 
State Departm ent, which resulted in a ten­ 
der to President Angel of the Chinese M is­ 
sion. 
This was declined, as President Angel 
preferred to retain his connection with the 
University. 
H e was then asked if he would 
accept a commission as Envoy Extraordinary 
to the Emperor of China, and go to th at 
country to negotiate an immigration treaty, 
which would not necessitate his resigning the 
Presidency of the U niversity, as it would 
not require more than a year or fifteen 
months, and it was thought th at President 
Angel might obtain a leave of absence for 
th at tim e. 
Secretary E varts suggested that 
a commission could be sent of two or three 
members, or President Angel could go alone. 
The m atter is now held under consideration 
by President Angel, and will probably not 
be decided until the meeting of the Board of 
Regents of the Michigan University, next 
month. 
President Angel is comparatively a 
young man, and was formerly editor of the 
Providence Journal, a paper owned by Sena­ 
tor Anthony. 
Subsequently he was made 
President of the V erm ont U niversity, and 
went from there to Michigan. 
The name of Levellun A. Brown, Chief

M. Fowler, of Lodi,, inclosed 
in a letter signed by ail of them, in which 
they stated th at they have for years been 
bona fide settlers on the Moquelamos g ra n t;

other lands.

Proposed New P ension L air. 
W ashington, M arch 23d.—The Senate 
Committee on Pensions have decided to re­ 
port a substitute for the measure commonly 
known as the “ sixty surgeons’ bill,” provid­ 
ing for the examination aud adjudication of 
pensions claims in such a mauner as to do 
away with the present e t parte system. 
The 
substitute provides for the appointm ent of a 
commission for each Congressional district, 
to consist of a surgeon and a lawyer of differ­ 
ent political parties, whose duty it shall be to 
hold sessions in every county seat ir. their 
respective districts three times a year, for the 
purpose of examining applicants for pensions 
aud witnesses in person. 
I t is provided, 
however, th at when two or more contiguous 
districts are situated in a city or other densely 
populated neighborhood, or when the number 
of pensioners and pensions claimants in con­ 
tiguous districts is comparatively small, the 
Commissioner of Pensions may, in his discre­ 
tion, appoint only one Coihiritesinn for two 
or more Congressional districts. 
The fees for 
making examinations, taking declarations 
ai.d examining witnesses are to be paid by 
the Government.

By the steamship City of Panama, which 
arrived at San l ’raucisco yesterday, we 
have late dates of Panama papers:

Barrios, accompan­ 
ied by his wife and family, and many dis­ 
tinguished guc3ts, visited the port of San 
Jose, to baptize the locomotives, and in­ 
augúrate the Guatemala Central Railroad 
as lar as the track is laid. 
The road would 
he in operation in its entire length, the 
grade and bridges all being ready*, but the 
unfortunate break on the Panama Rail­ 
road left the greater part of the rails on 
the Isthmus? causing a loss of some two 
months' timo to the Guatemala enter­ 
prise. 
The corps of engineers left 
on the 
Isthm us by M. de Lesscps lias been uutil 
lately occupied in completing some office 
work pertaining to the canal. 
On the 24th 
instant, work in the field as recommended 
by M. de Less ps, was resumed under the 
dire Toll of J. 1’. tiosa of Panama, chief 
of tbe corps. 
No especially' active movements are to 
be expected from Peru for some time to 
come. 
The Government, w hilst making 
most energetic and effective efforts toward 
thoroughly preparing the military organiza­ 
tion, is determined upon quietude at pres­ 
ent, unless the enemy should see proper to 
make an attack. 
The total loss of the sloop Rel de Italia 
of Lebn, ou the coast of Tirna, a few miles 
to th e south of I«obos Point, is reported. 
Of the crew of three men, two got ashore 
in a boat, aud the master was lost.

cording to the Araucano -it would appear 
th at tinse two men threw the master over­ 
board while some 15 miles from the coast, 
and then ran the sloop ashore.
